THE VALUE PERSONAL EXPENDITURE 
CONSUMER GOODS AND SERVICES 


1949-100 


The expansion personal expenditure 
consumer goods and services since the war was 
outlined the August issue this Review. 
was pointed out that time that this overall 
advance was matched the rise personal 
disposable income, with the result that the 
margin for personal saving was well maintained. 
After allowance for price changes and popula- 
tion growth, expenditure consumer goods and 
services terms the quantity absorbed per 
person showed erratic pattern throughout 
these years, reaching peak 1953 when 
was about per cent higher than 1946. The 
high 1953 per capita consumption was associ- 
ated with rapidly rising personal income that 
year and 1952, and accompanying stability 
consumer prices. The resulting increases 
earnings and income were sufficient

provide not only for large gains con- 
sumption, but also for high margin saving. 


The growth food outlays accounted for 
more than per cent the total expansion 
the value personal expenditure consumer 
goods and services from 1946 1953; the in- 
crease expenditure rent accounted for 
another .14 per cent, and the advance the sale 
automobiles for additional per cent 
the total increase. These three groups together, 
therefore, accounted for nearly one half 
the overall growth personal expenditure 
consumer goods and services 
value terms. interesting note, however, 
that volume terms, these three items ac- 
counted for only about per cent the in- 
crease total consumer outlay. 
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The Component Shares 


THE COMPONENT SHARES PERSONAL 
EXPENDITURE CONSUMER GOODS AND SERVICES 
(IN CURRENT DOLLARS) 
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was pointed out the August Review that 
important shifts had occurred the distribution 
personal expenditure between 1946 and 1953. 
Among the three main components, the most 
striking expansion was made the durable 
goods sector, associated with expanding auto- 
mobile sales, and the advent television the 
Canadian market. Thus, the durable goods sector 
accounted for about per cent personal ex- 
penditure consumer goods and services 
1953 compared with 7.5 per cent both 1939 
and 1946. 


The share non-durable goods consumer 
buying declined steadily from 1946 1953, 
the accompanying chart illustrates, toward 
position more comparable with its share the 
pre-war years (as shown 1929 and 1939). 
may noted, however, that this diminishing 
share did not indicate absolute decline; ex- 
penditure non-durable goods continued 
increase absolute terms and absorb far 
the largest share the consumer dollar (taking 
approximately per cent 1953). 


Personal expenditure services had risen 
value only moderately during the war years 
when rent controls and other restrictions were 
effect and relative shift resources was 
taking place meet the emergency requirements. 
Thus, the share services the total declined 
steadily from 1939 1946; this declining share 
continued until 1948. Beginning 1949 con- 
sumer outlays for services accounted for 
steadily growing proportion personal expendi- 
ture, price increases became more pronounced 
and some gains occurred the volume 
services consumed!, 


the first half 1954, personal expendi- 
ture consumer goods and services has con- 
tinued increase and has been major source 
strength maintaining final expenditures 
when declines have been evident many other 
final demand categories. This further growth 
personal expenditure for consumption current 
value terms reflected particular further rise 
outlays services, and slightly smaller 
increase expenditures for non-durables. The 
durable goods component, contrast the 
general pattern noted above, fell off moderately, 
largely associated with the decline auto- 
mobile sales. These shifts have resulted 
some change the distribution personal 
expenditure among the three components; the 
share the service component showed further 
moderate increase, while that durable goods 
was somewhat reduced. 


Some the significant developments within 
each component are outlined below for the 
period under review. 


should noted that the greatest expansion the 
service group occurred the rent component which 
contains imputed rent for owner-occupied houses 
and, therefore, reflects part the expansion 
residential construction. 
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The Durable Goods Sector 
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* UNADJUSTED TO NATIONAL ACCOUNTS DEFINITIONS 


The durable goods sector consists mainly 
passenger cars, radios (and television 
sets), household appliances and furniture. 
was pointed out above, expenditure for durable 
goods experienced the most rapid advance 
any the three major components consumer 
expenditure the postwar period (see charts 
and 3). the early years after the war, 
mands for all types durable goods were wide- 
spread, reflecting accumulated war-time back- 
logs; more recent years, however, expendi- 
tures this sector have been concentrated, for 
the most part, particular lines such auto- 
mobiles and television sets. 


New passenger cars, the principal durable 
item, accounted for absolute increase 
expenditure durables between 1947 and 
1953, having risen approximately $513 mil- 
lion*. Automobile purchases proportion 
personal expenditure durable goods rose from 
per cent 1947 per cent 1953.

Sales new automobiles 1946 were abnormally low, 
reflecting the process tooling after the virtual 
cessation new passenger car the later 
war years; 1946, therefore, not used here for com 


1939 and 1947. Sales television sets have 
been further important stimulus the durable 
goods sector particularly since 1950. that 
year, the value factory shipments television 
sets amounted approximately $13 million; 
1952 they had grown more than $60 million, 
and 1953 amounted $150 million, almost 
three times the value factory shipments 
radios. the first six months 1954, further 
expansion has been evident, with the value 
shipments television sets for the half yeor 


being per cent higher than the same part 
1953. 


While more moderate rates increase have 
occurred the sales major household ap- 
pliances since 1947, the gain value terms 
these items has nevertheless been substantial. 
This increase reflects part the postwar ex- 
pansion population, new building, 
and part the more widespread use major 
appliances households. The latter trend 
borne out the decennial censuses and 
1951. The proportion homes with refrigerators 
increased from per cent 1941 per 
cent 1951; with radios from less than per 
cent per cent; and with electric vacuum 
cleaners from per cent per cent. 
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Non-Durable Goods Sector

The three principal commodity groups the 
non-durable goods component are food, clothing, 
and alcoholic beverages and tobacco, which to- 
gether account for approximately per cent 
the value expenditures non-durable goods. 


Food sales, the largest these three groups, 
experienced the greatest advance value terms, 
increasing approximately $1.7 billion 
per cent from 1946 1953. After allowance 
for the price rise, however, the increase was 
about per cent. Until 1951, the higher values 
food expenditures reflected almost entirely 
prices; result, there was only 
modest increase food consumption after 
allowance for price changes. This rate 
advance was considerably less than the rate 
population growth from 1946 1951 that 
constant dollar terms the amount food con- 
sumed per person appeared very much 
lower 1951 than 1946. 1952, however, 
when food prices were being reduced, there 
was increase the volume per capita 
consumption, with the result that the value 
food expenditurés continued advance. This 
trend was also evident 1953 when further 
food prices occurred. Despite 


these increases food consumption 1952 and 
1953, the amount taken 
was below the 1946 level; but remained well 
above the pre-war year the first six 
months the current year, with prices aver- 
age relatively unchanged, there further 
advance the volume per capita food con- 


Taking the postwar period whole, food 
expenditures accounted for nearly one-quarter 
the total increase personal expenditure 
consumer goods and services, current value 
terms. 


Clothing, which constitutes the second 
largest group non-durable goods sales, ex- 
perienced more moderate changes from 1946 
1953. The increase sales amounted 
approximately per cent from 1946 1953, 
but, with price changes almost equal those 
for food, there was little change the 
volume clothing purchases throughout these 
years, and its share expenditures non- 
durable goods, consequently declined. Thus, 
with population growth per cent there 
has been substantial decline the per capita 
volume since 1946. This 
development has continued the first half 
the current year, when the volume clothing 
purchases was lower about per cent than 
the same part 1953. 


the tobacco and alcoholic beverages group 
value gain about per cent occurred be- 
tween 1946 and 1953. When allowance made 
for the smaller price advances this group, 
significant volume increase evident, sub- 
stantially greater than that which occurred 
either the food clothing groups. 


Services 


The service component consists principally 
shelter (including imputed rent estimate 
for owner-occupied houses), household 
tions, transportation, personal and medical care. 
Personal expenditures education, recreation 
and other service items also are included. 


The sharpincrease inexpenditure services 
between 1946 and 1953 followed upon the moder- 
ate advance this component during the war.

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service group represented much smaller share 
total consumer expenditure 1946 than 
the pre-war years 1929 and 1939. Although 
shift toward the pre-war position has been 
progress since 1948, the share consumer 
outlay going the service group 1953 was 
well below the pre-war level. Higher personal 
incomes have been important factor contri- 
buting rising service expenditures, and the 
increase population and housing has brought 
with greater aggregate demand for all other 
principal services. addition, price increases 
between 1949 and 1953, were greater this 
group than for the commodity components. 
this connection the shelter component the 
consumer price index 1953 was more than 
per cent higher than 1949, compared with 
increase per cent for all goods and 
services represented the price 
index. 


After allowance for the rise prices, ex- 
penditure the service group was nearly 
per cent higher 1953 than 1946, and thus 
showed more significant increase than the 
total the non-durable goods component. Even 
after this pronounced advance, however, serv- 
ices absorbed smaller share total expendi- 
ture 1953 than 1939. Significant volume 
gains services came 1952 and 1953, years 
substantial house-building, expansion 
utilities and telephone service and air travel. 


The growth this last item, in- 
dicated the number revenue passenger 
miles flown civil aviation, which (omitting 
overseas services) amounted 940 million 
1953compared with 206 million 1946 and only 
million 1939. 


Recent Developments 


Personal expenditure consumer goods and 
services was estimated approximately 
$15.5 billion (seasonally adjusted annual 
rates) the half 1954, compared with 
less than $15.2 billion average for the year 
1953. With most the other final demand 
categories undergoing declines, personal ex- 
penditure consumer goods and services was 
thus the elementin the economy 
this recent period. The continued expansion 
the service component was the major factor 
this increase current value terms; personal 
expenditure services (seasonally adjusted 
annual rates) was higher $228 million (or 
nearly per cent) than the year 1953; ex- 
penditure non-durable goods advanced 
$215 million(or about per cent) the same 
comparison; expenditure consumer durable 
items was lower nearly $100 million (or 
more than per cent), mainly reflecting reduced 
sales new passenger cars the first half 
the current year. 


After allowance for price changes, the 
advance the service component the first 
half less pronounced than the above 
comparison indicates; the gain consumption 
non-durable goods was relatively more 
portant, reflecting particularly further increases 
food consumption. volume terms, purchases 
durable goods continued show notable re- 
ductions. either standard comparison, 
—in volume value terms total 
personal expenditure consumer goods and 
services mid-1954 was high level, being 
maintained flow personal disposable in- 
come higher than any preceding year. 
per capita basis, personal expenditure con- 
sumer goods and services the middle 1954 
was well above the early postwar peak, and 
about per cent higher than 1951, following 
the marked increases per capita consumption 


1952 and 1953.
